Dig he say that he believed thé: o- 
tus of the Trinity and the doctritie of Inspi 
tion, as they were taugiit in the stan ards 
of the Church? Did he believe, and would he 
say that he believed, aud would he plant himself 
squarely upon the standards of the Church pub- 
licly,. to the effect that he did believe the doc- 
trie of Justification by Faith, of Predestina- 
tion? If he did, then two contingentes would 
have been met. But there was at ap tin- 

ency. Would he disavow the ines which 
it was alleged he held? Would he disavow the 
heretical doctribes imputed to him? Would he 
affirm his belief in the doctrines which be Was 

eged to impagn? These were the conditions - 
one were to be satisfied before the Presbytery 
could acquit Prof, Swing of the second charge 
ia the complain«, and he hoped they would keep 
the subject betore them if taey intended to ro- 
gard ecclesiastical precedents. 

The Creed of the l’resbyterian Church was the 
Confession of Faith. The issue between him 
and Prof. Swing was not an issue that was ever 
raised by any person who éver claimed to 
hold the Confession of Faith in its integrity. It 
was not an issue between the Old Sahool and the 
New School.

The charge must also clearly aod 
distinctly define the tense, so that the ac- 
cused may kuow precisely of what he is accused. 
Vague charges are objectionable, and unfair, to 
the last degree. 

Applying now these principles to the charges 
in this indictment, what should be our judgment 
upon them, It is ‘hoticeable that they are 

BOFH NEGATIVE IN FORM. 
The prosecution charges that the defendant 


has uot been “ faithfuland zealous in malutaln- 


ing the truths of the Gospel.” and that he does 
not sincerely receive and adopt the confession 
of faith.” 

The N is indefinite to thé extent of 
not naming at all any punishable offense, Would 
the prosécutor come into this Court and claim 
that he has been and is faithful as a minister? 
Such a boast, if he were to make it, would of i:- 
Self de a swift witness against him for 
unfaithfuiness, Tou cannot run the 
line between the ‘faithful and the un- 
faithful. You cannot find the point re 
faithfuiness ends and unfuithfalness begins;

exposed to their sentence of condemnation. All 
are zealous, faithful, and ee 1 some de- 
grée, but in some de , also, all come short.

Hence, 
unfaithfulness the basis of a formal Be, is & 
great injustice. The ranks of the Presbytetian 
ministry are fall of oof and self-sacrificing 
men; but there is not one of them all against 
whom ‘this charge could not wi.b perfect 
truth be brought.

He says that the railroad companies 
have exhibited a litigious spirit, and are deserv- 
ing of no special favor at the hands of the 
State. With his accustomed ability, the Gov- 
ernor misses the point under consideration, 
which is that the interests of all parties con- 
cerned will be subserved by obtaining, with as 
little delay as possible, a decision from the 
tribunal of last resort,—the United States Su- 
preme Court.

An expert employed by the District of Colum- 
bia memorialists to verify measurements of im- 
provements around Government property has 
submitted the results of his labors. His testi- 
mony before the Investigating Committee 
was more damaging to the defense than 
any which had previously been elicited. 


The “errors” discovered were in some case of 


considerable magnitude, and without exception 
to the injury of the National Government. In 
one case, the error of Col. Samo, the 
Board of Public Works Engineer, involved an 
overvaluation of $40,000. There is a certain 
monotony about the recurrence of errors in 
the measurement of every considerable improve-

THE SENATE FINANCE BILL. 

The Finance bill, as it finally passed the Sen- 
ate yesterday, brought out a curious compound 
of contradictions. Though it was Mr. Sher- 
man's bill as originally introduced, Mr. Sherman 
voted against it. Though it was intended to 
supply a measure in opposition to the bill 
vetoed by the President, those who sup- 
ported the vetoed bill finally supported 
thie, and those who opposed the vetoed 
bill finally opposed this. Though started 
as an anti-inflation measure, those who 
have ranked as inflationists voted for, and those 
who have been regarded ag anti-inflationists 
voted against it. The meaning of all this is that 
the bill has been so amended as no longer to 
commend itself to the conservative financiers of 
the Senate, while the inflationists have accepted 
it probably in the belief that it is the best they 
can do after their recent experience. There 
were several efforts to dispose of it summa- 
rily. Mr. Chandler moved to table it. 
saying that he knew what its fate would 
be, which was construed to mean that he believed 
it would be vetoed. Mr. Conkling offered as a 
substitute the Redistribution bill reported Feb. 
3, providing, however, that $46,000,000 of cur- 
rency should be taken from the East instead of 
$25,000,000. He thought tbat this would -settie 
the whole question, and a good many others 
were of the same mind, since his substitute was 
only defeated by a vote of 27 to 29. Mr. Merri- 
mon wanted to -retire all the National Bank 
notes and issue greenbacks to be used in the 
payment of Government expenses, redemption 
of public debt, etc., etc. This proposition re- 
ceived only eight votes. 

The bill, as it finally passed, had been 
amended six times,—all these amendments hav- 
ing been offered by Mr. Wright. The first pro- 
vides that the retirement of legal-tender notes 
sball be in the proportion of 25 per cent to the 
issue of hew National Bank notes, instead of 
50 per cent as provided in thé original 
bill. In this ratio it would require 
the issue of $328.000,000 new National 
Bank currency to reduce the greenbacks 
to the proposed minimum of $300,000,000. This 
amendment alone would not have been material, 
since there is not likely to be any considerable 
demand for new bank-currency under either 
dispensation. The next amendment inserts g 
clause in the eighth section, which provides that 
greenbacks shalf be retired in the proportion is- 
sued only when $1,000,000 new National Bank 
notes are issued over and above the maximum 
amount outstanding at any time. This means 
that, in case of any temporary contraction 
of National Bank currency, the issue to 
fill it ont shall not be construed as 
new and additional until the maximum amount 
once issued shall have been reached. The third 
amendment makes the interest on the bonds is- 
sued to take up United States notes 44¢ per 


ment makes these bonds redeemable, at the 
pleasure of the Government, ten years, instead 
of fifteen years, after the date of issue. The 
fifth fixes July 1, 1878, ae the date of resump- 
tion, instead of Jan. 1, 1877, or @ year and 
a half later. The sixth makes it compul- 
sory on the Secretary of the Treasury 
to reissue the United States notes which shall 
have been redeemed in coin or gold bonds,— 
this reissue to be made in the purchase of bonds, 
redemption of the public debt at par in coin, or 
in payment of Government expenses.

May 81, 1870, entitled An act to enforce the 
right of citizens of the United States to vote in 
the several States of the Union, and for other 
purposes, and not amendatory of the Civil 
Rights bill, as stated. This amendatory act is 
the one extensively commented on during the 


last Presidential election, and which virtually 


puts the control of the election of President in 
the hands of Federal officers, especially in cities 
having more than 20,000 inhabitants, and which 
was so freely used by the notorious 
Davenport in New Tork City, and by 
Marshal Packard in Louisiana, to interfere 
with the rights of the citizen and secure the re- 
election of Gen. Grant. The law is bad enough, 
and furnishes any corrupt Administration with 
the power of perpetuating itself indefinitely,— 
and perhaps it is fortunate that the act is now 
being made use of by railroad corporations 
created by State authority to place themselves 
bevond the control of the people of the State, 
their Legislature and courts, as it will call at- 
tention to the iniquity of an act of Congress 
which ought never to have been passed. A care- 
ful examinatioo of the section of the act under 
which the railroad compavies are seeking to re- 
move their cases into the United States Court 
will, however, show that it has no application to 
such cases, and the certiorari which has been is- 
sued (probably on an er- parts application of the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad Company) will doubt- 
lesa be dismissed when the matter comes to be 
investigated by the United States Court. 

The sixteenth section of the act referred to 
declares that, in any case where suit or prose- 
cation, civil or criminal, shall be commenced in 
any court of any State against any officer of the 
United States, or other person, for or on ac- 


count of any act done under the provisions of 


this act, or under color thereof, or for or on ac- 


claimed by such officer or other person under 
any of said provisions,”—all of which relate to 
voting and the regulation of the election fran- 
cRise,—it shali be lawful to remove the case by 
certiorari to the United States Circuit Court. 
This section manifestly has no reference to 
rights claimed by railroad corporations under 
their charters. The Civil Rights and Ku-Klux 
acts were passed, not for the protection of cor- 
porations, but of individuals, especially the col- 
ored people, in their personal rights, and by no 
fair interpretation can they be extended so as to 
include corporations. : 
The cases of the People against the Railroads 
for extortion and unjust discrimination, in case 
the Supreme Court of the State should uphold 
the legislation on which they are founded, will 
doubtless ia the end go to the Supreme Court of 
the United States upon the question as to 
whether such legislation does not impair the ob- 
ligation of contracts as contained in the railroad 
charters, and thereby violate the Constitution of 
the United States. But in all cases not original- 
ly cognizable in the Federal Courts, before such 
a question can be taken to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, the right claimed under the 
Federal Constitution or laws must first be de- 
cided against by the highest court of law or 
equity in the State. Certain classes of cases, 
depending chiefly on the parties litigant, may be 
removed from State inte United States Courts in 
their preliminary stages, but the cases of the 
People against the Railroad corporations for ex- 
tortion do not belong to any of these classes.

the atmosphere of Jesus.” Orthodox people 
éwait no religion with tears. They rejoice in 
the religion they possess, and expect nothing 
better. | 

Again: if a person's works without faith in- 
sure his salvation, there is no need of Christian 
missions among the heathen, as Prof. Patton 
justly observes; nay, it is better there should 
be none. Preach the Gospel to a heathen and 
you give him an opportunity to reject it, and 
thus fit him for damnation, which he might 
otherwise escape. 

Looking as impartially as we can at Mr. Pat- 


| ton’s argument, it seems to us that he estab- 


lishes the un-Presbyterian character of some of 
Prof. Swing’s teachings. When, however, he 
charges Mr. Swing with duplicity and lack of 
truth, he entirely fails. Mr. Patton and Mr. 
Swing are two entirely different types of men. 
Both were planted originally in the same ground, 
—but the seeds were not of a kind. Prof. Pat- 
ton, moving in a fallen world, conscious of the 
invisible infernal surroundings of men,—gsur- 
roundings to be guarded against by holding to 
the faith,—shuts out from bis mind all thought 
and all convictions which do not square with the 
Bible as interpreted in the WestminsterConfestion 
and the Larger and Shorter Catechism. Mr, 
Swing is open to all the influences of philosophy, 
of science, and of literature. So opposite are 
these to some of his early teachings that it is not 
to be wondered at they should modify his former 


views, or perhaps exclude them from his mind. 


As a matter of fact, they have modified Mr. 
Swing’s religious views,—modified them, thou- 
sands of Presbyterians will think, for the better. 


Still, it is not difficult to understand why he 
should cling to the denomination in which he 


was ordained a minister. Men never give up a 
cherished religious conviction without a strug- 
gle, and when they do they scarcely acknowledge 
it to themselves, The mind very often leaves 
the heart behind it, and conscience makes cow- 
ards of us all. Mr. Patton's fight is against the 
spiritof the age far more than against Prof.

Though ‘husetis farmers constitute but one- 
eighth of tue aggregate of all occupations, there is no 
reason why tuey should not be able to feed all, if 
Great Britain with one-sixteenth of her population can 
furnish more than one-balf her uired food sup- 
plies. And if, in the present state of Massachusetts 
agriculture, the value of her annual product be $442 to

Mr. Langston set forth the benelicial results of 
the amendments, and said that within less than 
fifteen years the colored American had been 
raised from a condition of servitude to the level 
of an enfranchised mauhood; instead of a 
Fugitive Slave law we hada purified Constitu- 
tion. Legal necessity demanded, and political 
necessity bastened, the amendments, aad the 
people accepted them as fit and natural.
